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In the fall of 1953 KRAUS made a trip to the U.5. for
conferences vith certain wembers of Congress in an ettempt
to gain support for the VaU. The results of these conferences
are not known. KRAUB lster left the VAU and in 1956 vas
offered a position on the election slate of the Austrian
Liveral Party (FPOe). KRAUS vas dissatisfied vith this
position, and approached the Peoples Party (0eVE) vith an
offer to run as its candidate, The file does not reflect
KRAUSB's political fortunes since that time.
